SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - For- 


mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower Thursday deplored the way 
the Republican convention mowed 
down all amendments to the party 
platform, saying "that is really 
not the democratic method, as I 
see it." 


"This is like you have got to 


vote 'Yes' or 'No,' and that is 
very bad," he declared. 


Eisenhower, interviewed on an 


ABC television program on which 
he is political consultant, de- 
scribed platform amendments of- 
fered by Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan as "quite good" and 
said he thinks they "could have 
been accepted without any diffi- 
culty." 


He said Romney's amendment 


to condemn radicalism without 
naming any groups was exactly 
what he himself had done in ad- 
dressing the convention Tuesday 
night before the floor fight over 
the platform.

"I thought that a really self- 


85 respecting party ought to disas- 


itself from people that 


are known radicals," he said. 


Eisenhower said he thinks the 


second amendment, dealing with 
the party's stand on civil rights, 
might really have added some-

trolted committee. 


Romney's second amendment, 


Eisenhower said, would have put 
the party on record condemning 
segregation and, "you might say, 
morally, and pledging ourselves 
in local governments, in state 
governments, and really in our 
homes to do our best" to make 
the new civil rights law work. 


"I think Gov. Romney is a very 


honest, straightforward 
individ- 


ual," Eisenhower said in declar- 
ing that he had hoped for "more 
flexibility" in the delegates' ap- 
proach to the writing of the plat- 
form.

tion, Eisenhower returned to his 
hotel suite and watched the plat- 
form fight on television.

And Chica­ 
go’s latest gift to track, Tom 
O’Hara, has withdrawn from the 
U.S. squad which will meet the 
Russians July 25-26. 
Although there is no apparent 
connection between the three 
stories, the three top U.S. Olym­ 
pic hopefuls all have the same 
complaint—money, 
or 
rather, 
the lack of it. 
Thomas, the world’s best high 
jumper until replaced by Val­ 
ery Brumel of Russia and still 
the best in the United States, 
said Wednesday he may not be 
able to go to the Olympics in 
Tokyo if he can’t find a job 
which will allow him time off 
for training. 
ISSUES WARNING 
The former Boston University 
performer warned that others 
are in the same boat. “Only 
those of us who are able to stick 
to our training despite serious 
financial difficulties will get to 
Tokyo,” he said. “I lost my job 
before the Olympic tryouts be­ 
cause I had taken so much time 
off 
to 
compete 
in

meets.” 
Connolly, who holds the world

“We hold it is ob­ 
ligatory upon the Negro race 
and upon all other colored races 
in America to recognize that 
they are living in the land of the 
white race by courtesy of the 
white race. 
“They must not lose sight of 
the fact that the white race is 


the ruling race by right of in­ 
heritance and that it does not 
intend to surrender this right or 
to compromise it with any other 
race—black, yellow or brown.” 
The leaflet also says the Klan 
is “ strictly law abiding . . . Ev­ 
ery member is sworn to uphold 
the law, and any member vio­ 
lating this oath would be ban­ 
ished forever from this organi­ 
zation.”

Shelton said he agreed with 
Negro leaders that it would be 
“ a hot summer.”

1 Shelton, thin and soft-spoken, 
lias" preached "ballots not bul- 
lets" to 'the past several years, 
trying to rebuild the old Klan 
with a new nonviolent image. 
TITULAR HEAD 


A salesman, he is titular head 


of the United Klans of America 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. This group has following 
in much of the South. 


There is no possible way of 


checking Klan claims .of their 
strength, 
since 
rank-and-file 


members are anonymous and 
their leaders refuse to divulge 
any figures or identities. 
. The robed order, once known 
for. its night-riding terrorism, 
appears strongest in parts of 
Alabama, Mississippi and Flor- 
ida. The Klan apparently has 
been gaining in Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. 


Elsewhere In the South there 


is little outward indication of a 
resurgence of the Klan;

Other segregationist groups 


have cut into the Klah's field 
since the U.S. Supreme Court 
order against segregated public 
schools 10 years ago. 


Klan leaders openly support- 


ed former Gov. John Patterson 
hi his campaign and Shelton 
said, "We elected two gover- 
nors"—a reference to Patterson 
and his successor, Gov. George 
C. Wallace. Neither man repudi- 
ated the Klan. 


Shelton made an inspection of 


the Philadelphia, Miss., area 
after the disappearance of three 
civil right? worker. He said the 
disappearance was a hoax and 
added, "My people will continue 
the investigation." 


The Klan's official line on ra- 


cial issues is set down in a leaf- 
let distributed by Shelton's or- 
ganization.

"The Knights of the Ku Klux 


Klan is not the enemy of the Ne 
gro," it reads. "We hold it is ob- 
ligatory upon the Negro race 
and upon all other colored races 
in America to recognize that 
they are living hi the land of the 
white race by courtesy of the 
white race. 


."They must not Jose sight o: 


the fact that the white race is 


he ruling Tace by-right of in- 
heritance and that it does not 
intend to surrender this right or

Military Presidents Have Same Pattern 
No Regular Navy Man Has Reached White House 


GENERAL 
EISENHOWER'S 
equivocations 
and 
indecisive­ 
ness in purely political matters, 
in sharp contrast with decisive 
conduct in purely military mat­ 
ters, is in conformity with that 
of other Presidents whose back­ 
grounds were essentially army. 
It is the conventional pattern. 
Bear in mind that not all the 
Presidents who have held the 
title of General, such as George 
Washington, 
Andrew 
Johnson, 
Andrew J a c k s o n , Franklin 
Pierce, Rutherford B. Hays, and 
James A. Garfield were military 
professionals. They were patri­ 
otic public spirited, citizen sol­ 
diers for a temporary crisis 
only. They had far more expe­ 
rience in nonmilitary 
than 
in 
Army affairs. 
The Navy, by the way, has 
never had but one officer who 
had a remote chance at becom­ 
ing President. He was Admiral 
George Dewey. He was home 
from Manila Bay to a blaze 
of glory and ovations just as 
the Presidential year of 1900 
was 
warming 
up. 
Thousands 
solicited his candidacy. 
He blew the chances in one 
incredible news interview. He 
seemed to think the Ship of 
State was as simple to handle 
as any other ship. After that, 
the people did not want him. 
With a more adroit tongue, 
Dewey could easily have had 
the Republican vice presidency 
that fell to Theodore Roosevelt 
and led straight to the White 
House.

The long arc of U.S. military 
bases around the eastern perim­ 
eter of Red China is now being 
lengthened to curve through South 
Viet Nam and Thailand. 
This arc begins in Korea and

O k i n a w a , 
Japan, Form osa and the Philip­ 
pines to the air base of Udon 
in Thailand. 
It em braces the newest jet 
¥ase in South Viet Nam at Dan- 
ang, 350 miles north of Saigon. 
By jet, this is less than 30 min- i 
utes from the Chinese border 
across North Viet Nam. 
The Danang base ties in with 
the Air Force bases at Ton Son 
Nhut N hatrang and Bien Hon 
and the Udon base in Thailand 
just across the Mekong River 
southeast of Vientiane in Laos. 
F LE E T ROAMS SEA 
The powerful 7th Fleet roams 
the South China Sea off Viet 
Nam and southern China It is 
in itself a floating airfield from 
which jets are canable of strik­ 
ing from almost any point along 
China’s eoast. 
On Okinawa alone is a Strate­ 
gic Air Command bomber base 
and 
an understrength Marine 
Division. 
There are two Army divisions 
and a num ber of jet bases in 
Korea. 
The Chinese Nationalists op­ 
erate several jet bases on Form ­ 
osa which arc used by U.S. 
planes. 
Further, as a backup staging 
base, there is Clark Field in 
the Philippines near Manilla. 
4 M IL IT A R Y BASES 
Additionally, the British op­ 
erate four m ilitary bases in the 
F ar E ast — the only European 
power to do so.

air field in Sabah, another Royal 
Air Force facility near Kuala 
Lam pur in Malaya and some 
arm y and air units at Ilong 
Kong.

Dewey could easily have had 
the Republican vice presidency 
that fell to Theodore Roosevelt 
and led straight to the White 
House.

The Danang base ties in with 


the Air Force bases at Ton Son 
Nhut Nhatrang and Bien Hoa 
and the Udon base in Thailand 
just across the Mekong River 
southeast of Vientiane in Laos. 
FLEET ROAMS SEA 


The powerful 7th Fleet roams 


the South China Sea off Viet 
Nam and southern China. It is 
in itself a floating airfield from 
which jet? are capable of strik- 
ing from almost any point along 
China's coast. 


On Okinawa alone is a Strate- 


gic Air Command bomber base 
and an understrength Marine 
Division. 


There are two Army divisions 


and a number of jet bases in 
Korea. 


The Chinese Nationalists op- 


erate several jet bases on Form- 
osa which arc used by U.S. 
planes. 


Further, as a backup staging 


base, there is Clark Field in 
the Philippines near Manilla. 
4 MILITARY BASES 


Additionally, the British op- 


erate four military bases in the 
Far East — the only European 
power to do so. 


The British have navy and 


air facilities at Singapore, and 
air field in Sabah, another Royal 
Air Force facility near Kuala 
Lampur in Malaya and some 
army and air units at Hong 
Kong. 


The U.S. bases in Southeast 


Asia are guarded by a long 
range radar station atop the 
2,000-foot Monkey M o u n t a i n 
near Danang. This scans the 
skies over North Viet Nam and 
the seaward approaches for the 
presence of Chinese or North 
Vietnamese aircraft.

WASHINGTON (AP) — What­ 
ever happened to Joseph Va- 
lachi? 
The talkative mobster who de­ 
tailed for the federal govern­ 
ment the inner workings of “ La 
Cosa Nostra’’—the multimillion- 
dollar organized crim e em pire— 
sits today where he has lan­ 
guished since testifying before a 
Senate subcommittee last fall— 
in the District of Columbia jail. 
The government has no plans 
to move him, although a Justice

official 
acknowl­ 
edged that Valachi’s storehouse 
of crim e information has been 
pretty well milked dry. 
At 61, Valachi was described 
by an official who knows him as

horseback, to find his mother 
already dead and buried and his 
father 
on his deathbed. The 


baron 
lingered 
for

months and died on April 5, 1805 


The historian Riley preserves 


the tradition, and it appears to 
be well founded, that the man 
who brought the baron's body 
from York, left the coffin stand- 
ing in front of the Sacred Heart 
Roman Catholic Church (Cone- 
wago Chapel) and hurried away 
in fear of contagion. The coffin 
stood there all day, towards 
evening two slaves were sent 
from a nearby farm (the Lilly 
place) to help Father DeBarth 
bury the unfortunate nobleman.

Berthoff, the eldest daughter of 
the baron and baroness, married 
Charles deJandti-Bonines and re- 
mained in Belgium. Nothing is 
known pertaining to her descend- 
ants. Philippe, the second daugh 
ter, married Edouard de Dorlodet 
and also remained in the old 
country and there is no further 
data to be had pertaining to her 
branch of the family tree 


Sophie de Beelen Berthoff, the 


third daughter, died in infancy. 
The sixth child and fourth daugh- 
ter of the Baron de Beelen Bert- 
h o f f , 
Clemence • Augustine- 


Therese, came to America with 
her parents. She married Wil- 
liam Jenkins and lived just west 
of York. According to Riley 
some of the descendants of this 
daughter were still living in the 
county some 50 years ago. 


This concludes the notes on 


the Baron de Beelen Berthoff 
and his family. It is to be hoped 
that this somewhat brief sketch 
will answer the questions raised 
by some readers of this column.

According to another fairly 


well founded tradition the town 
now known as East Berlin, in 
this county, was so stricken by 
the yellow fever epidemic that 
there were scarcely enough liv- 
ing to bury the dead. 


In 1850 an addition to Cone- 


wago Chapel covered the graves 
of the baron and his wife but 
their bones were not disturbed. 
The marble slab, which lay flat 
on the ground, was raised and 
set in the floor of the north wing 
aisle — over their graves. After 
the Jesuits left Conewago, about 
1910, the grave marker, its in- 
scription already partly effaced 
by the feet of countless worship- 
pers, was removed to the church- 
yard, where it may still be seen. 


The question is often asked — 


what became of the baron's 
family? The eldest son, Francis 
never used his titles; he mar- 
ried an American girl without 
his parents' consent and man- 
agedthe estates in Chester Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania until 1804. At 
that time he moved to the vicin- 


The study of the Lower Marsh 


Creek burial g r o u n d s con- 
tinued at this time with notes 
on the Witherows, one of the 
pioneer families in this vicinity 
This clan has 10 marked graves 
in its plot and probably a few 
that are, at this time, unmarked. 


According to a pamphlet, pub- 


lished about 1938, the pioneer 
ancestor of this family 
was 


John (1) Witherow, who came 
to this country about 1760 from 
County Antrim, Ireland, and 
located in Frederick County, 
Maryland, at Graceham. After 
a few years, during which time 
he probably "took up land," 
built a house, and in many other 
ways "made a settlement," 
John (1) Witherow returned to 
Ireland and brought his family 
to the new land. Family tradi- 
tion states that the return voy- 
age was a rough one and all the 
passengers were in great dis- 
tress. Food and water supplies 
ran low and the family was 
forced to subsist on scant ra- 
tions.
